This  school  year  marks  our  38th  anniversary  as  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School.  There  is  nothing  terribly  special  about  the 
number  38.  However,  we  have  reached  a  temporal  milestone  in  our 
history  because  this  year  we  observed  the  80th  anniversary  of  one 
of  our  founding  schools.  Strathcona  School  for  Boys  was  established 
in  1 929  and  its  school  colours  of  blue  and  gray  are  still  represented 
in  our  boys  uniforms  today.

Ms.  lerakidis  joined  the  faculty  in  the  fall  of  1986  to 
cover  a  sabbatical  leave.  She  returned  to  job-share  in 
1989  and  since  then,  her  contagious  enthusiasm  for 
the  teaching  of  mathematics  has  allowed  her  to  enjoy 
a  long  and  rewarding  career  teaching  all  high  school 
levels  of  math,  in  addition  to  AP  calculus  and  IB 
mathematics.
